bacco that is delivered grades up and 
the advances the farmers will receive 
on I heir crops. 

Former County Judge W. H. Rice Is 
the first farmer to deliver his crop. 
He was scheduled for the first day- 
Monday and to avoid the rush, he 
brought a largo load In Friday night. 
Several other loads were delivered 
Saturday. 

One hundred loads are registered 
for delivery Monday. Fifty of theie 
loads will go to the Homo warehouse, 
twenty-ftee too the Farms and another 
twenty-five to the Central. Deliveries 
will continue dally until the whole 
crop Is In. It Is understood that grow- 
ers have registered for as much as 
two weeks In advance for deliveries.

IS NOW APPARENT. 

Rome, Jan. 28. — A compromise can- 
Jidate will be the next supreme pontiff 
of the Catholic church, it was believed 
today. 

Italian cardinals, who probably will 
be in the majority, have divided into 
two groups, neither of which can 
swing the necessary majority. 

The Intranslgeants would elect Mer- 
ry Del Val, opposed to reconciliation 
with Italy, while the group favoring 
Gnsparrl, cardinal comerlcngo, would 
effect closer relations with the gov- 
ernment. 

If unable to elect Merry Deel Val, 
the Intrasigeants will throw their 
support to Cardinal Laurenti, who 
ilso opposes reconciliation with the 
state.

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MR. BRYAN'S FUTURE. 

The report that William Jennings Bryan contemplates running 
for United States Senator ffrom Florida in competition with the in- 
wunbent, Park Trammell, is welcome. We did not know that Mr. 
Bryan finally aud defim ly Lad moved his voting residence from 
Nebraska to Florida. Aud we did not know that he still had polit- 
ical ambition. But evidently he has moved and evidently 
ambitious, which proves that he still is active and in good hea 

And why should not Mr. Bryan be a man with a future? As 
statesmen go, he is not an old man. Be was but thirty-six years old 
when he east a metaphor at a Democratic national convention and it 
returned in the form of a Presidential nomination. He was but 
forty years old when he ran the second time, and but forty-eight 
when he ran in 1908. Keeping pace with the years, he is now only 
sixty-two. Among national figures. Mr. Bryan is only five years 
Older than President Harding, two years older than Secretary 
Hughes, five years older than Senator Borah, three years alder than 
Atlee Pomerene, and six years older than Hiram Johnson, all lively 
men of lively ambition. And compared with the real Elder States- 
men of the Senate. Mr. Bryan is a youth. Lodge and Kunte Nelson 
belong almost to another generation. 

So why should not William Jennings Bryan aspire : Certainly ] 
he. is too young and too eloquent to be confined to teaching Sunday 
school in the shade of the sheltering palm. Of course, there is his 
iccord as Secretary of State, when he preferred to sound his own 
voice in Chautauqua tents to the silent toil of the chancellery. But 
in the Senate his troubadoring would be permissible. More Sen- 
ators do it on the side, and none of them so well as Mr. Bryan. And 
as- between Mr. Bryan and Senator Trammell. we prefer Br. Bryan. 
He plays the ukelele of eloquence far more dulcetly.— Cincinnati 
Times-Star.
